The list of annuals which can self- 
peed m a y v ary in ditferent sec­ 
tions of the country, but it is proba­ 
ble that annual lark sp u r and c o r n ­ 
flowers (centaurea cyanus) will bo 
on the list alm ost anyw here. 
These and other subjects m ay bo 
grown from seed sown in the fall; 
and m any authorities advise that 
larkspurs be so grown w herever 
possible. P lants from fall sowing 
g* t started m uch e arlier in Die 
spring; and they flower alm ost as 
soon as indoor plants, besides be- j 
mg m uch larg er and m o re vigorous. 


The list of subjects m a y safely in­ 
clude all annuals which usually self­ 
sow in your neighborhood^ and any 
other varieties which a re hardy, ami 
have small, h ard seeds, with which 
you are w illing to take a chance fur j 
the sake of e arlier plants. Large, 
soft seeds, even of h ard y varieties, 
m a y d ecay in the wet ground, but 
the h ard seeds will lie safe if pio- 
J.ected from being w ashed out of the 
sud by rains, or injury in some 
other way.

Sow the seed thinly, m ixing sm all 
seed w ith dry sand to help scatter 
it, and do not sow m u c h Ueeptr 
than you would in the spring.
